“The drift of population from the 
farm to the city need cause the 
United States no concern over agri­ 
culture’s future." 
the 
foundation 
says, since fewer farmers are now 
actually doing more work and pro­ 
ducing greater crops.’’ 
More 
widespread 
adoption 
of 
power machinery is given as the 
reason a shrinking farm popualtton 
is able to maintain and even in­ 
crease agricultural production. 
Be­ 
tween 1870 and 1929 the acreage 
farmed 
per worker increased 48 
per cent and the production in dol­ 
lars per man Increased 419 per 
cent. 
Produce More 
In colonial times 95 per cent of 
the economic producing population 
was farmers, 
yet 
they produced 
scarcely enough to feed and clothe 
their families. In 1920 the agricul­ 
tural population was 30 per cent 
of the total, whereas today it Is es­ 
timated at less than 24 per cent 
“By 1950 there probably will be 
150 million people in the United 
S tates” 
the 
foundation 
predicts. 
"Yet they will be fed by fewer farm ­ 
ers than were required to feed the 
nation's 25.000.000 inhabitants 
in 
1850." 
The largest 
single^ development 
contributing to the farmers’ aug­ 
mented production capacity is the 
increasing use of trucks, petroleum 
driven tractors and other power 
machinery. 
Only 11.500 trucks were manfac- 
tured in 1912. In 1929 approximate­ 
ly 200,000 were made and the num ­ 
ber operated on American farms is 
approaching the 1,000 000 mark.
